First 
zones in Texas, therefore, are larger 
east ami west than in

Getting Down to the Facts Relating to 
Merger of Certain Big Banks and 
Trust Companies In New York, the 
Pujo Committee Draws Out Details 
Pointing to the Dominating Influ­ 
ence of the Morgan Company. 


New' York, Dec. ll.—The fact was 
brought out when the Pujo committee 
took up the m ercer of the Mercantile 
and Manhattan Trust companies with 
the Rankers Trust company in New 
York, 
that 
the 
Hankers 
and 
the 
Guaranty Trust company, with dej>os- 
its amounting to more than $300,000.- 
000, are each controlled by a voting 
trust of three men. 
Each of these vot­ 
ing trusts is in turn dominated by the 
so-called Morgan influence. 
The trust agreement in the Hankers 
Trust company shows that the ihree 
trustees have authority not only to ex­ 
ercise all the power of stockholders, 
except the collection of dividends, but 
also are empowered by the stockhold­ 
ers to buy other trust companies. 
The facts In regard to the merger 
were brought out when W alter E. 
Frew, president of the Corn Exchange 
bank of New York, and chairman of 
the clearing house committee of the 
New York Clearing House association, 
was on the stand. 
He admitted the 
growth of the Hankers Trust company 
from an institution having $5,700.000 
of deposits and a surplus of $.">00,000 
In 1903, to one with $168 000,000 of 
deposits and $10,000,000 of surplus was 
phenomenal, in fact the most remark-

Wall Street Speculation. 


The committee also took up, for the 
first time, the question of the effect of 
Wall street speculation upon interest 
rates during the usual periods of strin­ 
gency in the money market. With Mr. 
Frew still on the stand, the commit­ 
tee brought out the fact that the Corn 
Exchange hank loaned about the same 
amount, $11,000,000, to brokers on Nov. 
I, as they did on Jan. I of this year, 
when the money m arket was consid­ 
erably easier. It w'as developed, also, 
that the deposits of out-of-town hanks 
with the Corn Exchange bank weie 
$200,000 greater on Nov. I. when in­ 
terest rates in Wall street were 8 per 
cent, than on June I, when money was 
bringing only 2 per cent. 
The contention of the investigators 
seemed to be that Wall street specu­ 
lators, by running up the interest 
rates, were able to attract to or at least 
retain in New' York money which was 
sorely needed by merchants and other 
commercial enterprises in periods of 
stringency. 
Mr. Frow was unwilling 
to concede that the money lent by the 
Corn Exchange hank and other big 
banks in New' York in stock exchange 
collateral, or to stock exchange houses 
was used for speculative purposes. 
Once or twice reference was made 
by counsel for the committee to the 
possibility of imposing a limit to the 
Interest charge that should he made 
for money on call loans, indicating 
that the committee had it in mind as 
i a possible recommendation. 


PROFESSOR TAFT 


That Is to Be President’s Title When 
His Term Expires. 


New York, Dec. ll.—President Taft 
will not go to Cincinnati and practice 
law' when he leaves the W hite House, 
but has agreed to accept a professor­ 
ship in the Yale law' school. 
This 
statem ent was made authoritatively 
by a close friend of President Taft, 
who said he was acquainted with the 
president’s plans. 
It was stated that President Taft 
will accept the Kent professorship of 
law. which has been unfilled s nee the 
death of Edward J. Phelps in 1900. 
Mr. Phelps was appointed to the pro­ 
fessorship in 1881, and although he 
became minister to Great Britain by 
ap|>ointment of President Cleveland in 
1885. he retained it until his death. 
The professorship covers lectures in 
both constitutional and International 
Jaw,

unde rstood 
that 
Preside nt 
Taft’s motive in accepting the Kent 
professorship Is due chiefly to his fond­ 
ness for Y'ale university and all it rejs 
resents. 
No alumnus of the institu­ 
tion is held in higher esteem bv the 
entire graduate body than President 
Taft, while the president on his fre­ 
quent visits to Yale has constantly ex­ 
pressed gratification over his return 
lo his alma mater.

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COST GF BIG WAR 


French Expert GYes Staggering 


Estimate ot General Conflict. 


$5,400,000,000 
A 
MONTH. 


Jutes Roche Declares T h at Besides Co­ 
lossal Ruin at Home It Would P a r ­ 
alyze the Entire World For Awhile. 
Le Roy-Beaulieu and Alfred Ney- 
march Emphasize Fact. 


The discussion of the possibility of a 
great European war bas engaged the 
attention of diplomats aud inimical 
leaders throughout the continent aud 
Great Britain and some of the specu­ 
lations as to cost are staggering. 
The 
most striking opinion is that of M. 
Jules Boche, former French minister of 
commerce, who made some rem arka­ 
ble calculations on the point. 
Taking as a basis the expense in­ 
curred by France during the war of 
1870. be reckons that, assuming for the 
sake of example, the six nations of 
the triple alliance and the triple en­ 
tente went to war, the cost of main­ 
taining the armies alone would work 
out at no less than $5,400,000,000 a 
month without taking into account the 
other expenses. 
Stagnation of War. 
“And what would lie their internal 
condition?” he asks. 
“The belligerent 
nations would be struck witli general 
paralysis aud would see their very 
means of subsistence disappear. 
Sus­ 
pension of work would be forced even 
on those who were not included in 
the general mobilization, since whom 
would there be to work for? 
“To whom would they sell their prod­ 
ucts? 
How could they be exchanged 
or transported? 
All the large works 
and factories where the division! of 
labor is completed would have to lie 
shut. 
Even agriculture would be im­ 
possible. 
“No more purchases or sales, either 
the economy- or the financial death of 
labor, an abrupt stoppage of the heart’s 
action in the national organism of all 
the nations at war. with profound re­ 
action on all others—such would l>e the 
consequences of a general conflagration 
in the present conditions of European 
civilization.” 
France Would Suffer Less. 
Similar opinions are held by Haul 
Leroy-Beau lieu, member of the bisti 
tute and one of France’s leading eeou 
omists. 
He thinks, however, that in 
such a crisis France would suffer less 
than the other great powers, since, be­ 
ing self supporting, she always has at 
her disposal an immense accumulation 
of agricultural products of the previous 
year w hereon she could draw* for a long 
period. 
She would thus be in far better cir­ 
cumstances 
than 
Germany, 
for 
in­ 
stance, which would find tile greatest 
difficulty in obtaining imports, being 
cut off by tile English fleet on the one 
hand and by Russia on the other. 
“ But.” he adds, “it is after the war 
that a vanquished nation would have 
the hardest 
times, for many 
years 
would be necessary to repair the losses 
and beal the wounds." 
Alfred Ney march, vice president of 
the French Society of Political Econ­ 
omy. after pointing out the huge mag­ 
nitude of commercial, industrial and 
financial interests as well as the enor­ 
mous expansion in credit and business 
generally among the six nations which 
would be engaged, asserts that the con­ 
sequences of an abrupt cessation of 
all this activity through a general war 
would lie incalculable in its vastness.

The cell bouses are 
circular structures about 120 feet in 
diameter.

W a ys and Means Fop Securing the 


Adoption of Improved Methods of 


Highway 
Construction 
and 
Will 


Urge a Revision of the State Laws. 


Indianapolis. Ind.. Dec. l l . —In the 
Graft of a hill completed under the 
direction of the Indiana Good Roads 
association to be presented to the In­ 
diana better roads convention, which 
opened this morning at the German 
House, a revolution In the road build­ 
ing and supervising system of Indiana 
is proposed. 
The bill follows, in many of Its es­ 
sential details, a measure which was 
proposed to the last legislature. 
It 
provides a state highway board and a 
state highway commissioner, and for 
the distribution of state funds to aid 
road building. 
The bill also will de­ 
mand the elimination of grade cross­ 
ings from the main roads and the col­ 
lection of an automobile and vehicle 
tax to obtain funds to carry on road 
work. 
The bill will provide that no 
road shall he taken over by the state 
except on demand of the county au­ 
thorities and then only if it is a much- 
traveled highway. 
The bill also will 
provide that the cost of maintaining 
such a road will he borne half by the 
state and half by the county. 
Clar­ 
ence A. Kenyon, president of the In­ 
diana Good Roads association, and 
also president of the convention, will 
offer the bill for consideration. 


A Notable Affair. 


The convention, which will continue 
through Friday, promises to be a no­ 
table affair. 
I’rominent Indiana good 
roads advocates are present and sev­ 
eral men prominent in the national 
movement are taking part. 
A good

Death for Refusal. 


Newark, N. .1., Dec. 11.—On a charge 


of sending a letter to Governor Wilson 
demanding $5,000 in gold, with death

Gstting Down to the Facts Relating to 


Merger of Certain Big Banks and 
Trust Companies in New York, the 
Pujo Committee Draws Out Details 
Pointing to the Dominating Influ- 
ence of the Morgan Company. 


New York, Dec. 11.—The fact was 


brought out when the Pujo committee 
took up the merger of the Mercantile 
and Manhattan Trust companies with 
the Bankers Trust company in New 
York, that tha Bankers and the 
Guaranty Trust company, with depos- 
its amounting to more than $300,000,- 
000, are each controlled by a voting 
trust of three men. Each of these vot- 
ing trusts is in turn dominated by the 
so-called Morgan influence. 


The trust agreement in the Bankers 


Trust company shows that the three 
trustees have authority not only to ex- 
ercise all th« power of stockholders, 
except the collection of dividends, but 
also are empowered by the stockhold- 
ers to buy other trust companies. 


The facts in regard to the merger 


were brought out when Walter E. 
Frew, president of the Corn Exchange 
bank of New York, and chairman of 
the clearing house committee of the 
New York Clearing House association, 
was on the stand. He admitted the 
growth of the Bankers Trust company 
from an institution having $5,700,000 
of deposits and a surplus of $500,000 
in 1903, to one with $168 000,000 of 
deposits and $10,000,000 of surplus was

Wall Street Speculation. 


• The committee also took up, for the 
first time, the question of the effect of 
Wall street speculation upon interest 
rates during the usual periods of strin- 
gency in the money market. With Mr. 
Frew still on the stand, the commit- 
tee brought out the fact that the Corn 
Exchange bank loaned about the same 
amount, $11,000,000, to brokers on Nov. 
1, as they did on Jan.. 1 of this year, 
when the money market was consid- 
erably easier. It was developed, also, 
that the deposits of out-of-town banks 
with the Corn Exchange bank weie 
$200,000 greater on Nov. 1, when in- 
terest rates in Wall street were 8 per 
cent, than on June 1, when money was 
bringing only 2 per cent. 


The contention of the investigators 


seemed to be that Wall street specu- 
lators, by running up the interest 
rates, were able to attract to or at least 
retain in New York money which was 
sorely needed by merchants and other 
commercial enterprises in periods of 
stringency. Mr. Frew was unwilling 
to concede that the money lent by the 
Corn Exchange bank and other big 
banks in New York in stock exchange 
collateral, or to stock exchange houses 
was used for speculative purposes. 


Once or twice reference was made 


by counsel for the committee to the 
possibility of imposing a limit to the 
Interest charge that should be made 
for money on call loans, indicating 
that the committee had It in mind as 
a possible recommendation. 


PROFESSOR TAFT 


That Is to Be President's Title When 


His Term Expires. 


New York, Dec. 11.—President Taft 


will not go to Cincinnati and practice 
law when he leaves the White Houss, 
but has agreed to accept a professor- 
ship in the Yale law school. 
This 


statement was made authoritatively 
by a close friend of President' Taft, 
who said he was acquainted with the 
president's plans. 


It was stated that President Taft 


will accept the Kent professorship of 
law, which has been unfilled s nee the 
death of Edward .1. Phelps in 1900. 
Mr. Phelps was appointed to the pro- 
fessorship in 1S81, and although he 
became minister to Great Britain by 
appointment of President Cleveland in 
1885, he retained it until his death. 
The professorship covers lectures in 
both constitutional and international 
law. 


It is understood that President 


Taft's motive in accepting the Kent 
professorship is due chiefly to his fond- 
ness for Yale university and all it rep- 
resents. 
No alumnus of the institu- 


tion is held in higher esteem by the 
entire graduate body than President 
Taft, while the president on his fre- 
quent visits to Yale has constantly ex- 
pressed gratification over his return 
to his alma mater.

French Expert Gives Staggering 
Estimate ot General Contact, 


$5,400,000,000 A 
MONTH, 


Jules Roche Declares That Besides Co- 


lossal Ruin at Home It Would Par- 
alyze the Entire World For Awhile. 
Le Roy-Beaulieu and Alfred 
Ney- 


marck Emphasize Fact. 


The discussion of the possibility of a 


great European war has engaged the 
attention of diplomats -and political 
leaders throughout the continent and 
Great Britain and some of the specu- 
lations as to cost are' staggering. The 
most striking opinion is that of M. 
Jules Roche, former French minister of 
commerce, who made some remarka- 
ble calculations on the point. 


Taking as a basis the expense in- 


curred by France during the war of 
1870. he reckons that, assuming for the 
sake .of example, the six nations of 
the triple alliance and the triple en- 
tente went to war, the cost of main- 
taining the "armies alone would work 
out at no less than $5,400.000.000 a 
month without taking into account the 
other expenses. 


Stagnation of War. 


'And what would be their internal 


condition?" he asks. "The belligerent 
nations would be struck with general 
paralysis and would see their very 
means of subsistence disappear. Sus- 
pension of work wonld be forced even 
on those who were not included in 
the general mobilization, since whom 
wonld there be to work for? 


"To whom would they sell their prod- 


ucts? How could they be exchanged 
or transported? All the large works 
and factories where the division of 
labor is completed would have to be 
shut. Even agriculture would be Im- 
possible. 


"No more purchases or sales, either 


the economic or the financial death of 
labor, an abrupt stoppage of the heart's 
action iu the national organism of all 
the nations at war. with profound re- 
action on all others—such would be the 
consequences of a general conflagration 
in the present conditions of European 
civilization." 


France Would Suffer Less. 


Similar opinions are held by Paul 


Leroy-Beaulieu. member of tlie insti- 
tute and one of France's leading econ- 
omists, lie thinks, however, that in 
such a crisis France would suffer less 
than the other great powers, since, be- 
ing self supporting, she always has at 
her disposal an immense accumulation 
of agricultural products of the previous 
vear whereon she could draw for a long 
period. 


She would thus be in far better cir- 


cumstances than Germany, for in- 
stance, which would find the greatest 
difficulty in obtaining imports, being 
cut off by the English fleet on the one 
hand and by Kussia on tlie other. 


"But." he adds, "it is after tlie war 


that a vanquished nation would have 
the hardest times, for many years 
would be necessary to repair the losses 
and Uea! the wounds." 


Alfred Xeyniarck. vice president of 


the French Society of Political Econ- 
omy, after pointing out the huge mag- 
nitude of commercial, industrial and 
financial interests as well as the enor- 
mous expansion in credit and business 
generally among the six nations which 
would be engaged, asserts that the con- 
sequences of an abrupt cessation of 
all this activity through a general war 
•would be incalculable in its vastness.

Organized Effort In This Behalf 


In Indiana, 


CONFERENCE NOW IN SESSION 


For Three Days Advocates of Good 


Roads in Indiana Will Talk Over 
Ways and Means For Securing the 
Adoption of Improved Methods of 
Highway 
Construction and Will 


Urge a Revision of the State Laws. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 11.—In the 


4raft of a bill completed under the 
direction of the Indiana Good Roads 
acsociation to be presented to the In- 
diana better roads convention, which 
opened thfs morning at the German 
House, a revolution in the road build- 
Ing and supervising system of Indiana 
is proposed. 


The bill follows, in many of its es- 


sential details, a measure which was 
proposed to the last legislature. 
It 


provides a state highway board and a 
state highway commissioner, and for 
the distribution of state funds to aid 
road building. The bill also will de- 
mand the elimination of grade cross- 
ings from the main roads and the col- 
lection of an automobile and vehicle 
tax to obtain funds to carry on road 
work. The bill will provide that no 
road shall be taken over by tb,e state 
except on demand of the county au- 
thorities and then only if it is a much- 
traveled highway. The bill also will 
provide that the cost of maintaining 
such a road will be borne half by the 
state and half by the county. Clar- 
ence A. Kenyon, president of the In- 
diana Good Roads association, and 
also president of the convention, will 
offer the bill for consideration. 


A Notable Affair. 


The convention, which will continue 


through Friday, promises to be a no- 
table affair. Prominent Indiana good 
roads advocates are present and sev- 
eral men prominent in the national 
movement are taking part. A good 
roads exhibit is one of the interesting 
features. 
This exhibit has been in- 


stalled by M. O. Eldridge of the bureau 
of roads, department of agriculture. 


The convention was called to order 


by Mr. Kenyon. Governor Marshall, 
Mayor Shank and Charles W. Pair- 
banks delivered addresses of welcome. 
Charles A. Bookwalter, .1. M. Lowe of 
Kansas City, W. D. AVard of Carmel, 
Ind.. and Jesse Taylor of Jamestown, 
O., spoke this afternoon, and Mr. El- 
dridge and Paul D. Sargent of Wash- 
ington will give illustrated road lec- 
tures this evening. One of the after- 
noon speakers was Mrs. Caleb S. Den- 
ny, representing the D. A. R., an or- 
ganization interested in good roads. 


ENFORCING LAW 


The State Cleaning Up Unsanitary 


Focd Handling Establishments. 


Hs, Dec. 11. — Illegal food 


samples are becoming more numerous 
at the pure food laboratories of the 
state board of health, according to tho 
monthly report of H. E. Barnard, state 
food ami drug commissioner. Of nine- 
ty-six samples of foods examined sixty- 
seven were declared illegal. Cream 
and milk products were responsible 
for the increase. 
Thirty-six illegal 


cream samples were examined and 
eleven of milk were condemned. 


Three temperance beers out of eight 


examined were found illegal, and four 
specimens of prepared meats con< 
demned. Three samples of drugs, one 
of which was linseed oil, were con- 
demned. Eighteen were examined. 


Two prosecutions under the weights 


law were reported; the arrests being 
practically the first that have figured 
in department reports. Both were in 
Vigo county for selling short weights 
of coal. Out of a total of 1,425 food 
handling establishments visited, 939 
were "good." 413 "fair," thirty-eight 
"poor." eight "bad," and twenty-seven 
"excellent." 
There were thirty-two 


condemnations of food handling estab- 
lishments, seven for improper con- 
struction and all because they werp 
unsanitary.

RUBBER ATROCITIES 


STILL CONTINUING 


No Let Up of Horrid Slavery 


In Putumayo District, 


London. Dec. 11.—In the house of 


commons a question was asked as to 
whether the government is aware that 
atrocities in the Putumayo rubber dis- 
trict in Peru are continuing and 
whether it is true that 122 heads of 
murdered men, women and children 
were seen in one district last March. 
The government was urged, if the re- 
ports were true, to communicate with 
the Peruvian government at once. 


This matter comes up again through 


a batch of dispatches from the Colom- 
bian consul at Manaos to the British 
consul at Innitos, copies of which the 
Colombian consul in London handed 
to the anti-slavery society here. The 
main object of the dispatches is to es- 
tablish flip right of Colombia to cer- 
tain portions of the Putumayo terri- 
tory, but they alpo contain harrowing 
revelations of renewed barbarities, 
such as those mentioned in Sir Roger 
Casement's report last spring. 


The consul at Manaos expresses 


surprise at the manner in which tho 
Putumayo investigating commission, 
which has already returned and one 
member of which is now in London, 
conducted 
its investigations. 
The 


consul alleges that the "commission 
was surrounded by agents and friends 
of the company into whose conduct it 
Is inquiring, and is thus missing ma- 
terial facts. The persons surrounding 
the commission had a special interest 
In keeping the crimes dark." 


The consul adds lengthy particulars' 


of tortures with the hatchet and lash, 
the setting afire of persons whose bod- 
ies had been soaked with oil. the traf- 
fic in Indian children who had been 
stolen from their families and sold like 
donkeys, and many other atrocities. 
The consul says that although the 
atrocities t-traightened up for a while, 
they were renewed, owing to the di- 
minution of rubber, under the pro- 
tection of a Fystem which communi- 
cates warnings whenever strangers 
visit the countries. 


MILLION DOLLAR BLAZE 


Gibson House and Adjoining Buildings 


Damaged at Cincinnati. 


Cincinnati, Dec. 11.—A fire that 


started'about S o'clock last evening 
from a gasoline engine in the base- 
ment of a new addition to the Gibson 
House entailed a loss to the hotel and 
adjoining business structures estimat- 
ed at a million dollars. 


The fire also communicated to the 


Union Trust building at the corner of 
Fourth and Walnut streets in the same 
block, and a total loss of that build- 
ing was threatened. 


There was a panic at the Gibson 


House, although owing to the early 
hour few if any of the guests had re- 
tired for the night It is stated -that 
all the inmates were saved, none even 
being injured.

London insurance underwriters are 


doing an enormous amount of business 
covering the risks of war between Rus- 
sia and Austria on property on the 
Galicia frontier on the borderland be- 
tween the two countries, and Lloyds 
is taking all sorts of bets on the pros- 
pects of war. 


The general belief in St. Petersburg 


In well informed circles not swayed 
by the talk of war among the people, 
seems to be that the crisis is past and 
that the resort to war on the part of 
Austria is unbelievable.

Sir Edward Grey in the house of

Greece will sign the armistice next 
Friday, the day before the London 
meet ing. in order to be able to par- 
ticipate in the peace conference on 
equal terms with the other members 
of the Halkan confederation.

It is conceded that 
unless the trial is concluded before 
Saturday. Dec. 21. the senate will 
either have to discontinue taking tes- 
timony for the time being or give up 
the holiday adjournment plan.

leaders 
and 
Congressman Clayton,

The object of the denuncia- 
tion sat apparently as serene and un- 
ruffled as be has been throughout th<> 
trial, during the entire course of which 
his composure has been a subject of 
dally remark. 


Throughout his testimony this wit- 


ness directed a remarkably bitter per- 
sonal feeling toward Judge Archbald. 
"When I discovered that the railroads 
were using Judge Archbald," he ob- 
served at one time. "I wanted to but- 
ton up the judge so he could not get 
away," said Holand. "I knew it was a 
hard thing to get a case against a fed- 
eral judge, so I knew I must get ad- 
missions from Judge Archbald and his 
associates." 


None Worthy of High Prize.
